It thay be suggested to the author of the 
“ jeremiads ” against the monopolists and the 
‘“‘ gold bugs” that one more feature is neces- 
sary to make his scheme for the salvation of 
his people a.complete one. If the Congress of 
the United States has the power to issue fiat 


money based on gold and silver yet in the 


peaceful recesses of the mountains it has the 
ability to go a step farther. It can issue a de- 


cree commanding the eternal rocks to yield up 


their stores Of treasure and lay them at the 
feet of the people. In can order the ores to 
lift themselves from the surrounding dross, 
separate intdD pure metal and earth of the 
baser sort, and lay the former apart subject to 
call by the mint officers as fast as they could 
impress upon it the stamp which declares it to 
be good and lawful money. 

No sane man will deny that if Congress has 
the power to breathe upon any given number 
of pieces of paper ana thereby give to them a 
stable value as circulating media it can just 
as well enact an “‘open sesame” im response 
to which the hills will deliver tp their stores 
of the precious metals. . To a magician such as 
we read of in the “Arabian Nights Entertain- 
ments ”’ the one feat is just aseasy as the other, 
and unless Congressmen possess separately or 
collectively .such magical potency they can 
effect neither. As well may they essay to 
summon spirits from the vasty deep as to 
communicate by any possible spell or enact- 
ment a purchasing power to paper issued on 
the strength of certified or estimated vaiue of 
ore yet unmined and unseparated from the 
earth and foctks that surround it. 

This is because the commercial value of 
gold, silver, and all other metals depends on 
the amount of human exertion required to 
place them on the world’s markets. Every 
ounce of silver and every twenty-five grains of 
gold represents approximately the. labor of 
one man during one day in producing it. 
Some particular parcels may have cost much 


less than that, but on the average the ounce of | 


one and the twenty-five grains of the other 
represent that amount of expenditure of 
effort, including that spent in prospecting 
and the development of mines which are 
comparatively worthless. The decreasing 
value of silver in recent years as com- 
pared with gold is determined by the ap- 
plicatiog of this very law. The white 
metal is now produced in greater abundance 
than formerly and. with .the expenditure of 
far less labor per ounce, pound, orton owing 
to more scientific mining methods. - Hence it 
is offered on the. matket for less. It has fallen 
in price in exact proportion to the lessening 
in the amount of exertion required to produce 
it, and in this respect is governed by the same 
Jaw that regulates the price paid for iron, 
wheat,*corn, hogs, houses, clothing, and all 
other things and material that are bought and 
sold for human use or consumption. 

“* Sockless Simpson ”’ isto be congratulated 
on the possession of a sufficient amount of 
sense to be able to recognize the necessity of 
gold and silver as a basis for the issueof paper 
money that shall be worth calling such. But 
evidentl; he has not risen to a compre- 
hension .of the -truth that these metals are 
of Value only in proportion to what it 
costs to produce them, and that if gold and 
silver dollars could be obtained as easily as so 
many stones they would be equally cheap. In 
such case a ton of silver might have to be 
paid for a bushel of wheat. There.is many a 
ton of it in the mine -which is worth no more 
than that. Itisthe finding of it, the getting 
it out, extracting it from the ore, and sending 
it a long distance to the mint or other mar- 
ket that give it all the value it possesses over 
and above what it eommands in the undiscov- 
ered mine. The silver and gold in the mount-

pended in locating them and in testing the

They would find themselves 
minus*the use of all that gold, and with not 
enough cheap silver dollars or certificates for 
them to take its place till after the lapse of 
two or three years, when o silver coinage 
might fill the gap. 

That gold would ds find its way to 
Europe. It would go in payment for as much 
of the mlver as could be rushed in here, while 
80 cents’ worth of the silver could be paid out 
for a dollar in gold éxchange. Nor would the 
process stop when. ‘the flood of offerings had 
depressed the market to 95. It would go on 
at 90, and then at 85 cents, and after that

These ben- 
ee would have happened had the 
fall beén thirty-six inches “‘ more,” thus mak- 
ing the total fall sixty-nine inches, the in- 
creased current due to which would not‘ have 
interfered in the slightest degree with the 
steam navigation of the canal. The quantity 
of diluted sewage taken off would have been 
so much greater, and the risk of pollution of 
the drinkmg water so much lessened, that the 
construction of the drainage channel would 
not have .become a necessity for some years”

While speaking of this subject it will not be 


amiss to answer a question which is frequently 
asked. Thatis: If it cost three and a half 
millions to do thecomparatively small amount 
of work required by the deep cut, how will it 
be possible to do the much greater amount of 
work of the drainage channel for twenty-four 
and @ half millions? The reason is first that 
labor on the deep cut was limited to the 
months when channel navigation wasclosed—to 
the coldest and shortest days in the year. Some- 
times the cold was so inteuse work had to be 
suspended. In the next place all the drijling

by steam or compressed ait drills,-where a 
ten-horse power engine does the work of fifty 
men. Nor was any use made of modern high 
power explosives, such as dynamite, emmen- 
site, etc. The immense, powerful dredges of 
today ewere unknown twenty-five years ago, 
and special dredges had to be devised to 
tackle the unwieldy bowlders found along part 
of the route, Work on the drainage channel 
will be carried on all the year round with im- 
proved machinery and explosiyes, and will not 
cost to the square yard a tenth what that kind 
of work did in 1865.

SECTARIAN INDIAN SCHOOLS. 


Protest Against the Favoritism Shown by 
Congress in Its Appropriations. 

The pétition and protest the National 
League for the Protection of American In- 
stitutions ‘should not lie unheeded on the 
table of any Congressional committee. The 
objects of the petitioners are te secure the 
passage of the following amendment to the 
Constitution of the. United States, to be 
known as the sixteenth amendment: 

No Btate shall any law respect ah 66- 
tablishment of religion, oe Seohiineina th free 
exercise thereof, or use its property or t, or 
any money raised by taxation, or authorize either 
to be used, for the purpose of founding, maintain- 
ing or aidmeg, by appropriation, payment for 
services, 6x or otherwise, any church, re- 
ligious denomination or religious society, or any 
institution, society; or undertaking which is 
wholly, or in part, under sectarian Or ecelesiasti- 
cal control. ‘ 

The first amendment to the United States 
Constitution, pro by Congress to the 
Legislatures of the various States, Sept. 25, 
1789, and ratified by all of them before the 
close of 1791, reads thus: 

Congress shall aiake no law res 
tablishpent of religion or prohibiting the 
ercike thereof. 


The object of the amendment was, as the 
petitioners aver, to exclude from the consider- 
atioh of Congress any law “ respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion.” The various sects 
were to be left to make themselves acceptable 
to many or few of the people, as the zeal of 
their ministers, the wisdom of their doctrine 
and the purity of their lives should commen 
them.
